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“ HOW THE REDS WON ” 


On Tuesday, September 15th, 
the Dictator of Red Russia 
will be welcomed to the Unit- 
ed States by President Eisen- 
hower. They will have a number 
of conferences, and these are 
being referred to as meetings 
of the “ Big Tw.” This is an 
excellent time, therefore, 
for Americans to take a look 
at the results of several 
other so-called Big Two, Big 
Three and Big Four pow-wows 
which American leaders held 
with Red dictators in the 
past. These other meetings - 
we now call them “summits” - 


were held at Teheran, Yalta, 
Potsdam, and Geneva. 

The results of all of them 
are appalling. In fact, it 
was those meetings which put 
the world in the fix it is in 
today. Try to remember this 
one fact: Before the Second 
World War, the Communist Ty- 
rants of Russia controlled 
only Soviet Russia itself and 
her 193 millionpeople. Today, 
as the direct result of those 
four summit meetings held 
during and after’ the war, the 
Red tyrants control an addi- 
tional 15 countries in which 








live 700 million people. 

The terrible fact is that 
the so-called ‘“‘cold war” of 
the last 10 or 15 years —- in- 
cluding its “hot” phase in 
Korea - is the result of 
surrenders made by foolish 
and uninformed American lead- 
ers who thought they could be 
“friends” with a Red tyrant. 

The groundwork for the be- 
trayal of China into Red hands 
was laid at the Teheran and 
Yalta meetings. Germany and 
its old capital, Berlin, were 
carved up at Yalta and Pots- 
dam. That’s when the crisis 
in Europe, which we face to- 
day, began. Poland, over whose 
independence the world went 
to war in 1939, was delivered 
to Red Russia at these summit 
conferences. Yugoslavia, 
Czechoslovakia and all the 
other Balkan countries wound 
up behind the Iron Curtain as 
a result of those conferences. 
Indo-China was carved up, 
laying the basis of the curr- 
ent Laotian troubles. The 


seeds of the Korean War were 
planted — and America pre- 
vented from carrying the war 
to victory — all as a result 
of those other top-level 
meetings.

PROTESTS, PRAYERS AND MOURNING 


When the President’s ex- 
change of visits with Boss 
Khrushchev was first announc- 
ed, I reported several en- 
couraging protests against 
this disgraceful episode. In 
the political arena, there 


were two or three resounding 
statements from members of 
both parties in the House and 
Senate. Inthe newspaper world 
the New York Daily News was 
especially forthright in its 
condemnation. However, at the 
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time, these seemed to be 
voices crying in the wilder- 
ness — and the administration 
was busy telling us that the 
majority of the American 
people approved of bringing 
the Red Boss to our shores. 
But now I amhappy and proud 
to report that the waves of 
protest are reaching avalanche 
proportions. It isa spectacle 
which renews one’s confidence 
in the basic common sense of 
the American people, as con- 
trasted with the softness and 
shillyshallying of their 
leaders. First, before I tell 
you of the various activities 
in connection with Khrush- 
chev’s visit, we must be clear 
that all these groups and in- 
dividuals have one primary 
premise. We are trapped with 


the visit. Therefore, none of 
us should do anything which 
is even slightly violent or 
rankly discourteous. But there 
are plenty of other ways in 
which we can show our dis- 
pleasure - and our understand- 
ing of what the Kremlin Boss 
really stands for. 

For instance, the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, in a meeting 
attended by 6,000 delegates 
from all over the country, 
voted a resolution urging all 
members to take no part in 
any of the events connected 
with Khrushchev’s visit and 
his tour around the United 
States. In New York City, 15 
national and local organiza- 
tions criticized Mayor Wag- 
ner’s intention to honor the 
Red Boss at an official lunch- 
eon. They will hold religious 
services and mass expressions 
of mourning for the victims 
of communism. 

In Massachusetts, an organ- 
ization called Committee 
Against Summit Entanglements 
has been circulating petitions 
nationally. They are to be 
signed by citizens and sent 
to the President. The Committ- 
ee’s executive body and 
national board contains the 
names of many distinguished 
Americans. 

In Washington, the Committee 
for National Mourning was 








formed and immediately had 
Signatures from congressmen 
and senators on both sides of 
the political fence. In New 
York, National Review, the 
conservative weekly magazine, 
in conjunction with the or- 
ganization called Crusade for 
America, is holding a protest 
rally at Carnegie Hall on 
September 17th. 

Lutheran, Baptist and Meth- 
odist groups will hold vigils 
of prayer, and Catholic card- 
inals have called for a holy 
hour of prayer. The American 
Council of Christian Churches 
is sponsoring three great 
rallies - called “protest and 
memorial’’ meetings. One was 
held in Philadelphia; another 
at the foot of the Washington 
Monument in the capital on 
September 14th; and a third 
in the Rose Bowl at Pasadena 
next Friday, September 18th. 

Perhaps most important, and 
significant, is the formation 
of the Committee for Freedom 
of all Peoples, because it 
is completely non-partisan. 
Its founders are Senator 
Styles Bridges and Congress- 
man Walter H. Judd, Republic- 
ans; and Senators Thomas J. 
Dodd, Paul H. Douglas and 
Congressman John W. McCormack, 
Democrats. Hundreds of dis- 
tinguished Americans are join- 
ing with them in calling on 


people everywhere to hold 
“religious services in the 
cities through which Khrush- 
chev passes throughout the 
nation as one means of mourn- 
ing for the victims of com- 
munist tyranny.” 

There are numerous other 
such activities which unfort- 
unately I do not have space 
to report. But they are all 
sincere, restrained — and 
effective -— methods of voicing 
our sorrow and displeasure 
over the fact that our lead- 
ers, once again, are shaking 
the bloodied hand of a Red 
tyrant. 

Is anybody really happy 
about this exchange of visits? 
Presumably Prime Minister 
Macmillan of Great Britain 
is, since he tried for so 
long to bring it about. And 
of course Boss Khrushchev 
must be, since it will provide 
him with an almost undreamed- 
of propaganda forum which 
will come in very handy among 
his seething captive peoples. 
And what about the Red Chin- 
ese government, which has 
been preceding Mr. K’s so- 
called “peaceful” mission 
with aggressive raids on 
India and Laos? Well, the 
official publication of the 
Central Committee of the Chin- 
ese Communist Party is called 
Red Flag. Here is what Red 
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Flag had to say about Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s visits with 
Boss Khrushchev: 

“World opinion, including 
public opinion in the United 
States, admits that the bring- 
ing about of mutual visits 
between the heads of the Sov- 
iet and U.S. governments is a 
great victory for the Soviet 
Union’s peaceful foreign 
policy.” 

This is the Red Chinese 
opinion of the visits. They 
are certainly “a great vict- 


ory” for the Soviet Union. As 
for its supposedly “peaceful 
foreign policy,” no comment 
is needed in view of Hungary, 
Tibet and Laos. As to “public 
opinion in the United States,” 
we can best express it by 
civilized protest, prayers 
and mourning which we may 
hope, somehow or other, will 
finally seep into the con- 
sciousness of our leaders be- 
fore it is too late for the 
United States and the world.

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Book Review 


THE NEW 


POWER UNLIMITED — THE COR- 
RUPTION OF UNION LEADERSHIP 
by Sylvester Petro, 323 pages, 
Ronald Press, N. Y., $5.00. 
In summing up two and a 
half years of investigation 
into the Teamsters’ Union, 
the McClellan Senate Committ- 
ee filed 21 counts of ‘im- 
proper actions” against that 
union and added: “The com- 
mittee is convinced that if 
Hoffa (Teamsters’ president) 
remains unchecked he will 
successfully destroy the de- 
cent labor movement in the

U. S.” To which the unper- 
turbed Hoffa laconicly re- 
plied: “To hell with them.” 
Such arrogance on the part 
of America’s new “robber 
barons” - the labor czars - 
becomes increasingly apparent 
with each new investigation 
of the unions. What is even 
more apparent is the realiza- 
tion that labor unions are no 
longer (as their adherents 
have claimed formore than two 
decades) weak, struggling en- 
tities. Instead, today they 
are a concerted monopoly 








which, as famed New York Univ- 
ersity law professor Petro 
points out, has been granted 
excessive power and special 
privileges. 

This book, a distillation 
of 40 volumes of the McClell- 
an committee hearings, is a 
documented account of how the 
labor unions have abused 
their privilege, and how they 
have used their power to in- 
timidate and coerce, with 
impunity, unwilling members 
and employers. But while it 
strongly deprecates many lab- 
or union tactics, the book is, 
in reality, an indictment of 
an apathetic American public 
which sat idly by and tacitly 
condoned this reign of terror 
and violence as being “in the 
public interest,” and for the 
“ultimate benefit of society.” 
How many workers, whose heads 
were split open by goons for 
“the public interest” would 
agree with that specious 
reasoning? When one remembers 
that many of the persons who 
are today the most vigorous 
defenders of labor unions 


were the same persons who 
worked to bring about Ameri- 
ca’s entry into World War II, 
ostensibly to keep the world 
“safe for democracy,” this 
national schizophrenia reach- 
es ridiculous proportions. 
Professor Petro, who worked 
in the steel mills during his 
youth and took an active part 
inthe CIO’s organizing drives 
of the mid-1930’s, does not 
approach his subject with 
bitterness. On the contrary, 
he not only believes that 
unions have a right to exist 
but he also believes that 
collective bargaining through 
unions plays an important part 
in our free economy. His so- 
lution to the problem of 
union monopoly power - which, 
he says, manifests itself be- 
cause of government’s failure 
to perform its duty to the 
people - is to revoke all the 
privileges which labor has 
been granted during the past 
25 years, and insure that 
union power recedes to its 
proper place in our economy.
